CARPENTERS and painters have frequent 


occasion to fill nail-holes and other de- 
fects in the woodwork of houses. 
Putty 


is the substance relied upon to do the 
work, but there are objections to its use. 
The Scientific American recommends a 
substitute. 
The following method of 


filling old nail-holes in wood is not only 
simple but is said to be effectual: 
Take 


fine sawdust and mix into a thick paste 
with glne, pound it into the hole, and 
when dry it will make the wood as good 
as new. One correspondent says he has 
followed this for thirty years with un- 
varying sticoeasin repairing bellows,which 
is the most severe test known. Often by 
frequent attachment of new leather to 
old bellows frames the wood becomes eo 
perforated that there is no space to drive 
the nails, and even if there was the re- 
maining holes would allow the air to es- 
cape. 
A treatment with glue and saw- 


duet paste invariably does the work, 
while lead, putty and other remedies 
always fail.

The Argentine Republic again 


at Peace. 


The Insurgent Forces Disbanded 


this Morning. 


Special to the RMTBLICAX. 


CHICAGO, July 29—A cablegram to 


London from Buenos Ayrea saya the in- 
surrection in the Argentine Republic has 
been euppressed. The President of the 
Republic and the Cabinet are giving 
orders from the national government 
house. Juan Garcia, Minister, of Finance, 
is at liberty, and sends the above des- 
patch. 


Average Advalorem Bates. 


One of the most nonsensical things in 


common use in the political tariff dis- 
cussions of the present time is the talk 
aoont the average advalorem rates of 
duties. In 1888 it was argued by the 
Democrats that the Mills bill reduced the 
average rate of duty 4 per cent, accord- 
ing to one state of facts, and from 6-1 to 
4S, according to another state of facts. 
The McKinley bill is said to raise the 
average rate of duties from 41 to 51 per 
cent. It will be observed that, the aver- 
age rale of duty under the present tariff 
was figured in 1S88 at 04 per cent., and in 
1890 it is figured at 41 per cent. While 
the above shows a great discrepancy, 
and is sufficient to show that great allow- 
ance must be made for euch figures, 
when we bring in the average rate of du- 
ties, 47 per cent., collected by free trade 
England in comparison with the average 
advalorem rate collected under our pro- 
tective system the total unreliability of 
such comparative figures ia at once ap- 
parent.

Republic. 


THE GOVERNMENT TROOPS WORSTED. 


A Commarider'Shot by His Own "Men— 


An Armistice and a Renewal of 


Hostilities—The Government 


Forces Reinforced. 


LONDON, July 29.—A dispatch from 


Buenos Ayres to the Times, dated Sun- 
day noon, says rioting began at 0 a. m. 
and continued until dark, when both 
sides held their positions. The govern- 
ment's police and cavalry suffered terri- 


bly. 
During the night the city was as 


quiet as the dead, but behind shutters 
tho citizens were alert. Tae Insurgents 
reopened hostilities at early dawn Sun- 
day with a heavy artillery fire upon the 
government troops, under Vice-Presi- 
dent Pellegrini. 


A terribly tragic blunder occurred 


early in the day, when a regiment, sud- 
denly deciding to join the insurgents, 
advanced for that purpose toward tho 
artillery. Their signals wore misun- 
derstood, and they were literally mown 
down by a terrible fusilade within tho 
narrow street 
Tho Minister of War 


was wounded during the fight, and tb« 
Minister of Finance waa made prisoner. 
Colonel Marmendez, Major CimpoS and 
many other oiflccrs were killed. 
Tho 


commander ot tho firemen was shot by 
his own men. 


An armistice was ordered at noon and 


an effort was rnado to roach some agree- 
ment and stop the butchery. 


A later dispatch to tho Times says: 


Tho armistico lasted until 1 p. m., 
when tho ships in tho harbor began fir- 
injr upon tho government house, Pel- 
legrini having refused tho terms pro- 
posod by tho insurgents. 


The 
Hritish gun-boats Beagle and 


JJrarnblo arrived at o p. m,, to protect 
British subjects. 
Tho navy went over 


to the insurgents in a body. 
Tho Pat- 


agonia 
bombarded 
tho government 


house, and tho Panama shelled Presi- 
dent 
Celman's residence. 
The war 


ships ooascd tho bombardment at 4 p. 
m., and a bulletin was issued announc- 
ing that tho revolution had trluii.phod 
and that a provisional government was 
formed. 


At nlno o'clock Monday morning Col- 


raan's troops occupied tho houses around 
tho plaza. 


Tho American, liritish and Spanish 


Ministers instructed the commanders ol 
tho war vessels of those nationalities 
that if tho Argentine -\\ar ships re- 
sumed firing to jointly protest against 
tho action on tho ground that it is con 
trary to tho rulos of war to bombard a« 
open city without notion. Fighting b»- 
•ran again at (, p. m. President Cel 
man proposed forms which wore ro 
joctod by tho chiefs of the "Union 
Civica." The troops hailed this deci- 
sion wi th vivas.

A BITTER FACTIONAL PlOHT 


The Reform Movement Ctrryinz Evrai'T- 


Thine Before It in South Carolini. 
WASHINGTON, July 29.—A special dis- 


patch from Charleston, S. C., says the 
heated and very much excited canvass 
of the two Democratic factions in South 
Carolina will probably be brought to a 
close at Orangeburg to-day. There are 
two other appointments, but as county 
conventions have been held in both, 
they will be called in by the executive 
committee. In the language of Till- 
tnan, this "Democratic circus" has been 
on the road for seven weeks. 
At every 


meeting great crowds have attended. 
Excitement has run very high. 
There 


have been no riots or bloodshed, al- 
though this has looked inevitable many 
times. A great majority o! the people 
attending the meetings have been so 
highly wrought up that they carried 
pistoh in their inside pockets, always 
ready for the worst at any moment. 


All in all, no such exciting campaign 


has ever been know in this State be- 
fore. 
Friends of Captain lien R. Till- 


man are even at this point of the bat- 
tle, alarmed at many anonymous com- 
munications being received daily threat- 
ening his assassination. A rumor has 
just gained currency here to the effect 
that two roughs have been for several 
days following campaign speakers from 
place to place, hoping to got a fair 
chance to kill Tillman. It is known 
here that a proposition has been made 
by "straightouts" to withdraw their 
bitter warfare against the Tillmanites, 
if they still pledge themselves not to 
do certain things when they get hold of 
the roina of the government, among 
which ia the chopping off of the official 
head of United States Senator Wade 
Hampton. It was not at first intended 
to defeat his re-election, but since the 
Senator has come into collision with 
the reform movement, it is thought 
likely that h's head will como 
off. 


It is now plainly seen that the full 


reform delegates will be elected to Con- 
gress. Tho Legislature will be over- 
whelmingly for reform, and Ben Till- 
man will bo the next Governor.

A DASH DOWN A HILL. 


Frank Temple and Family Hurled 


Down a Steep Grade in 


the Dark. 


Last night Frank Temple, his wife and 


two small children, started from Mowea- 
qus, 16 miles south, to dim to Decatc 
in a two seated surrey, drawn by two 
horses. Mr. Temple is a baker and con- 
fectioner at Moweaqua, and he oame up 
in the rig to catch the W abash train west 
at 3 o'clock this morning to send his wife 
and children to California, Mo., on a visit. 
The family met with no mishap on the 
journ3y ULtil they struck tha steep hill 
southwest of the city, beyond the Sanga- 
mon river, near the St. Louis bridge. 
Coming down the hill the neck yoke 
slipped ont of place or the end of the 
tongue broke, which caused the rig to 
ran on the horses. The moon had gone 
down and it was quite dark when the 
accident occurred. 
Both horses started 


on a run down the sharp incline and des- 
pite ths desperate efforts of Mr. Temple 
to check the horses he failek and to save 
himself he let them go, after having been 
dragged along'in the road a considerable 
distance. On the way down the hill the 
surrey waa.tipped over and Mrs. Temple 
and the two children, one a babe, were 
thrown out, but fortunately none were 
hurt or bruised, except the young girl, 
who received a bump on her head. Mr. 
Temple fared worse. The side of his face 
was braised from the forehead to the 
neck and his left arm was skinned from 
the wrist to to the shoulder and his left 
hip was very badiy bruised. His panta- 
loons were ripped open at the side as a 
result of being whirled along in the road. 


After Mr. Temple had made the grati- 


fying discovery that his family had es- 
caped without serious injury, he made a 
search for the team and rig. 
Ha found 


that the horses had collided with the 
wagon bridge and when he reached them 
one horse was lying apparently dead on 
tha ground with the surrey on top of 
him and the other horse was standing 
hitched to the rig. The tugs had re- 
mained in place and neither horse could 
get away. Tha horse under the surrey 
had been stunned and it took him some 
time to regain his feet. 


Mr. Temple was in a serious quandary, 


two miles from Decatur at 2:30 o.clock in 
the morning and no way to get hie family 
to the city to catch the west bound train. 
He finally decided to walk to the city, 
sore as he was and telling his wife to re- 
main at the bridge until he oame back, 
he came to town and secured one of Ep- 
ler's carriages to bring his wife jand chil- 
dren to the city. They got here in time to 
take the 6:30 tram west and Mr. Temple
